But if it be eon- 
fined to IN'anainio, it will bo a private act, — 
an olRce-hokler's bill — apuljlioaet in name, 
but a private one in reality. The iS'aiiai- 
mons oonteniplaie no such doiible-shulilc. 
They are a whole-hearted cjuiiiiunity ; and

jobs under the guise of a ])ublic benelil suit 
their views. 

Tlicy want a Small Debt's Court, juiisdic- 
lion say £;)0, administered by one or more lo- 
cal mai^istratc?, paid in fees, with the right to 
summon a jury, and the right ofappeal. lint 
.such nn Act can by no possiliiiily In; ])asse(l 
Bolely for Xanainic, without doing i^j',l^li^.'e to 
tho balance of the Colony. Wherever there 
is a representative district there oa^bt to be 
magistrates, whether it bo Nanaimo, t-nit 
Spring, Saanicli, lisfpiimalt, or even unrepre- 
sented Alberni.or anywhere else. There a .Small 
Debts Act should ajjply with equal force as 
among the Nannimons, logi.slativc acts to pam- 
per pets l» the contrary notwithstanding.

All tliey can boast of is a sijuint 
towards a powder magazine.

Lightning Creuk on the ISlliof July. 'I'hc 
^Vllitehall claim, in which several well known 
Victorians are interested, continues to pay 
largely. 'I'lio sluices were running nigiit and 
day, and the yield of gold was enormous. 
A prospect of seventeen ounces was obtained 
for a. small hole sunk iu the same claim on 
lhe;-i7'^i','?y ■ '^'"i"'" Thorp, a well known 
Ca'ribo'oite.' The' other company, known as 
the California Oonipaiiy, had " stiui;k it rich" 
a mile above tlu! \Vliiteliall boys, in anollier 
canon, and from three wheel-banows of dirt 
they took out 842.50 as a prospect. None of 
the other companies had got down to tlio 
j)ay-dirt, which was very deep and oa:- 
trcinely dillicull and u,\peiisive to reach on 
account of water and large b.mlders. Several 
companies were inakin;; shaf's and building 
Humes with a f.iir prospect of success. 

Sugar Creek, alluded to in a statement 
published by us on Monday, proved a humbug 
Miners rushed thither and to:ik u;) claims, 
but li;iLi ig nothing to justify them in remain- 
ing, returned to tlio older creeks. Js'o re 
p.jrl is heard from Fountain Creek. 

OnaDavi's, Chisholm's and Vanwinkle 
Creek moderate wages are maile by about a 
dozen men on each creek. Keyond that 
number, the claims are unpruduclivc. On 
Last Chance, good diggings are being worked, 
yielding as high as from $30 to $100 per 
day to the hand, but they are uut extensive. 
Antler Flat pays rich. 

Oae of our inrorDiants,.^ who says he is a 
miner from California, and t'oolc'animals over- 
land to Cariboo by way of the Dalle.s, iu Ore- 
gon, corroborates all that is stated above, but 
adds that there arc nut over 75 claims paying 
wages iu the whole country. Ho also saj'S 
that not more than lialf a-dozen new claims 
have .been found this year, and that nene of 
the creeks discovered since the.'s'p'rihg'jvill pay. 

The camels have proved au entire failure. 
Out of tho whole number — twenty-two— but 
six are lit for work. Fourteen reached Van 
■\Viuldc Greek with only 200 pounds each on 
tli^g baokii^and with their feet' worn out. Li 
refafningfrmii'Vah AVinklc, oiio ortlio'camels 
strayed I'rom tho band am) is now running wild 
in the forest. Freight dropjied by the camels 
was left at the stations on tho roads all the 
way up. The opinion of our informant is that 
the animals will never be useful c.xcciit iu a 
country where the roads arc level. 

Mttisa at the Forks of Qucsnollo arc selling 
nf'from $200 to $275 each ; horses, .^To to

rates.

. Important Letter from Antler, 

AsTr.ER Orkeij, July IG, 1863. 

Dkaii * * : — This is tho first opportu- 
nity I have had of writing ti) you since I came 
here, and even now .scarcely know what to 
write first, because there arc thousands of 
things of the most interesting character to be 
described. But as 1 urn in the midst of mill- 
ions nf untold treasure, you can .scarcely won- 
der that f too should partioipale in the pre- 
vailing exoitemoiit in the riclu.'st gold country 
tlic world lias evor known. I intoinlcd to toll 
you soniothing about my travels through the 
various creeks that are being worked this year, 
but I will leave all those matters until I gi.t 
homo, i)lea?a CJod, and simply de.'-cribs tluil 
which all'uids me, and no doubt will ail'oid a 
groat deal ol plcasuio to you. Hinoo my arri- 
val here 1 have visited every evening' all the . 
claims in the vicinity of llio to\\'ii,an(] watched 
the cleaning up of the day's work, and I can 
assure you it is a pleasure to see the immense 
(|nantitic3 of gold taken out drdly. In many 
instances the ipinntitics wore such ns nlmosl 
to make mo believe that tho miners wors |)lay- 
ing oil' on mo with .some " spurious pile," and 
like^onci waking up, from a dream, I would rub 
my eyes again' aiid over ogain, in order not to 
be deceived.

An Agricultural Population 



Editor Bkitisu Coloxist:— The meet- 
ing of Tuesday, was highly.laudalory on the 
part of the Government ; for it showed that 
ibo infMnbers of it have the intero.st of the 
l^'olnoy at boai-t; but it is iiiucli to bo ilonbt- 
cd whether thero were many individuals 
tliore, or in the country nl present, out of 
business or unemployed, possessing ciipital 
to slock a farm, even if they were transported 
to the Dislrists alluded to by the Attorney 
General. 

It is nndoiililodly the interost of the Gov- 
erninont of this country and the inhabitants 
ijf Victoria and New Wi^slminstcr that tho 
respuotive Colonies in wliioli those lo\vn.s are 
situated should be speedily settled, but to do 
this a far difloront policy was to bo followed 
than any that has boon hilhorto instituted. 
In.llie early days of South Australia, and 
more recently in llio Colonics of Now /oa- 
land and Queensland, thoy found il neces- 
sary lo inaugurate a Board of iinmigralion 
Coininissioners, who sent to England one of 
their nurriber, or a qualified agent, to gather 
the agricultural population togclhor in tlio 
rural districts and show them tho advanta- 
ges they wmild reap by selling their small 
farms at homo, upon which the united la- 
bor of a family, alier paying routs, tilhos and 
taxes, would only eiialile them to glean a 
scanty subsistenoo, and emigrating to tho 
Colonies llioy rojjresontoil, wliaro they were 
sure to riializu an imlopondoncy in n few 
years. Such a board with like views. 



Oriioial roporl.s rospcoting tho strength ol 
the naval anil military forces ol Franeli were 
issued on \\''cdni.'sday and presented to both 
Houses of I'urlianu'iit.

By a decree pub- 
lished in the Moiiticur dr I'Aniive, dated 
April 1, all the men entitled to di.sohargo 
from the French army at the end of the cur- 
rent year arc to bu struck off' the strength of 
tlioir respective corps, and transferred lo tho 
roseivo. This will diminish the standing 
army by aboul 40,(]00 mnn. Colonel Clnro- 
inonl states. May 4, that 12,000 more soldiers 
had within llie last few days been sent lo 
their homes, there to awuit their linal dis- 
charge. 

In his last despatch, dated .May 23, Col. 
Claremont gives the details of tho supple- 
nientary credits requiiod by the Froneli War 
Department for the ourrenl year, showing 
that the force estimated for iu last year's 
session, viz., 400,000 men, will bo o.vceodcd 
by l.'),7;)0 men, called for by the diU'eiont 
e.vpoditions in which the country is engaged , 
anil which arc necountod for as follows: — 
For the army of occupation at Rome, 10,700 
men and 1,200 horses ; fur tlu; Cochin China 
o.xclu.-^ivo of some inlantry of marines, 1,030 
men and 30 borse8:;f;fur| the ' expedition lo 
Me.\ioo, exclusive of two battalions of infan- 
try of marine, 2,225 men and Stio horses.
